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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because: In figure 1 , the label '1 8' is used to 
represent two different objects. In addition, the label '12' (as mentioned on pg. 1, line 
16 in the submitted specification) is not shown in the drawings. 

2. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gilmer 
(NPL Document, "Dynamic Variable Resolution in the QuickScreen Combat Model"). 

As per claim 1 , Gilmer in figure 1 , pg. 598, shows on a layer of a hexes a first 
plurality of hexes at a first scale (see 9.45 KM distance on bottom of figure 1 ). Gilmer 
teaches the claimed "micro-hexes" in the next layer down where a smaller set of hexes 
is associated with a first hex above. In addition, these smaller hexes have a second 
scale (see 3.57 KM distance on bottom of figure 1 ) smaller than the first scale. 

Gilmer does not explicitly teach of associating micro-hexes with a plurality of first 
hexes. However, given the teachings of figure 1 , it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to do so. One advantage may.be to 
preload detailed micro-polygons of neighboring first hexes if a character within the 
terrain is moving and may move to one of the neighboring first hexes and would need to 
see the detail of the micro-hexes. This preloading would smooth the translation in the 
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system when moving between first hexes in terms of loading and drawing micro-hex 
data details. 

Gilmer teaches of "mapping attributes" in figure 2, pg. 599 where some selected 
hexes are shown with features of them such as hills, woods, roads, a river, and a 
stream (mapping attributes).
